“ The other side got a sting 
out of this,” Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk said Sunday in com­ 
menting on the engagement. “ If 
they do it again, they’ll get an­ 
other sting,” he said. 


Johnson said today he had 
ordered the Navy to “ double” 
its force in the area “ by add­ 
ing an additional destroyer to 
the one already on patrol.” 
He said “ these instructions

will be carried out.” 


Johnson 
did 
not 
entertain 
questions during the unexpected 
seven-minute meeting with re­ 
porters, saying he would stand 
on his official statement. 


High Level Meeting 


Johnson issued his terse an­ 
nouncement after discussions at 
the White House Sunday with 
military and diplomatic advis­ 
ers, 
deluding 
Rusk, 
Deputy 
Defense Secretary Cyrus Vance 
and Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


The surprise attack took place 
35 miles off the coast of Com­ 
munist-held North Viet Nam but 
occurred in international wa­ 
ters.

This time Lt. Richard Temple­ 
ton and Patrolman Aaron Kelton 
set out to track down the fire. 
Their efforts weren’t in vain. 
They came across a couple of 
unidentified 
fishermen 
who 


pointed out the blaze — in the 
top of a 60-foot-high tree. 
Shortly after 2 a.m. the New- 
portville Fire Co. was called out 
to extinguish the blaze. But they 
had more than they bargained 
for. 
Unable to reach the fire at the 
very top of the old, dead tree, 


Chief Harry Backhouse brought 
out Newportville’s amphibious 
duck. Attaching a cable to the 
tree, the duck was given the task 
of pulling the tree down. 
After a couple of hours of 
tugging and pulling, the firemen 
had to give up the battle. At 5 


a.m. they decided the only way 
to put out the fire would be to 
cut the tree down. 
Backhouse today turned the 
matter over to the township 
shade tree commission which 
will level the giant timber.

Grundy’s Corner and the town­ 
ship sewer filtration plant, is 
about three feet wide through 
the center. Backhouse said the 
fire apparently started at the 
bottom and burned its way up 
to the top.

For Young Women Drivers

NEW YORK (UPI) — F e­ 
males are getting more equal­ 
ity thee days in a way that 
hurts the pocketbook. 
Until last year, young un­ 
m arried women drivers en­ 
joyed a privileged status in 
the eyes of insurance com­ 
panies. Classed as preferred 
risks, they paid considerably 
lower insurance rates t h a n 
their male counterparts. 
Insurance companies, how­ 
ever, have been taking a clos­ 
er look at the driving records 
of girls. The result: Rate in­ 
creases for unm arried wom­ 
en drivers age 25 and under, 
with 
even 
further 
boosts 
ahead. 
For example, State 
Farm 
Mutual, the 
world’s 
largest 
auto 
insurer, 
recently 
an­ 
nounced that it expects 
to 
raise the surcharge on young 
women drivers to 25 per cent. 
Last year, the firm added a 
15 per cent surcharge in most 
states for the same group. 
One bright note: Y o u n g 
women still get off easy by 
comparison with their young 
men counterparts — 25 and 
under — who sometimes pay 
as much as 300 per cent more 
than other drivers! 
Reasons for the hike in rates 
for young women are strictly 
statistical. 
“ We’ve found that 
young 
women drivers are increasing 
in number, are on the road 
more, and are 
involved 
in 
more accidents,” said Harold 
E. Curry, senior vice presi­ 
dent of State Farm Mutual. 
The insurance experts point 
to a number of factors in an­ 
alyzing the deteriorating acci­ 
dent record of under-25-year- 
old females. These include: 
School transportation. Teen­ 
age daughters are using cars 
to travel to and from school 
both at the high school and 
college level, thus increasing 
their exposure to accident sit­ 
uations. 
Two car families. With more 
homes adding a second car, 
young girls have

autos more frequently and for 
longer periods of time. 
Suburban highways. In the

In 1958, by comparison, auto 
accidents involved 3.2 million 
women drivers, a rate of 178 
per IO million miles driven. 
Some 5,200 women were listed 
in fatal accidents — A rate of 
178 per billion miles driven. 
In contrast, last year 15.7 
million men were involved in 
accidents, a rate of 268 per 
IO million miles drive in 1958.
